FAMILY- -PRAYER. 


PMRXXKRAYER is a ſervice 8 owe 
5 to Almighty Gop, as he is our 
Creator and Preſerver, and we his 
creatures, who depend upon him 
fob the comforts and neoeſſaries of body and 
foul. This ſervice is not only moſt reaſon- 
able in itſelf, as it is an humble acknowledge- 
ment of Gop's dominion and {ſovereignty o- 
ver us; but it is in many places of Scripture 
expreſly enjoin'd by C unis r and his Apoſtles, 
as a neceſſary condition, and a ſure means of 
having our wants ſupply d. Our Saviour 
(Matt. vii. 7.) makes our Aſking the only 
means of our Receiving; Aſt, — it ſball be 
given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall find. And St. 
James RR faith, " Jam. iv, 2.) that we 


have 
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IT not, Betauſe we aft not; And St. Paul 8 
precept is, (Phil. iv. G.) that in every thing 
by Prayer and Supplication, with thankſgiv- 
ing, we let our Requeſts be made known unto 
Gop. 

Now. the reaſon why Gop requires us to 
pray-to him for his bleſſing and aſſiſtance, is 
| not, that he wants to be inform'd what our 
gmneceſſities are; for he underſtands them much 
8 better than we qurlelves ; and as our Saviour 
1 ſpeaks (Mare. iv. 8.) knoweth what things 
We — need of, before we aſk him. But the 
deſign of making Prayer a religious ordi- 
nance, and of obliging chriſtians to | {ſe 
that they may Receive, is, to preſerve upon 

their minds à conſtant ſenſe of their depen- 

dance upon Gon, and of their manifold o- 
14 bligations to him; that ſo cheſe daily acknow- 
2 EYE ledgments of the divine power and goodneſs, 
F* 1 may! keep up in Creatures: a due fear and love 
of their Creator, and an, habitual reverence 
and obedience to him and his laws. 
From hence appears the reaſonableneſs and 
neceſſity of) Frequent Prayer; both in re- 
gard to the daily wants of our ſouls and bo- 
dies, which Gop has no where promis“ d to 
ſupply but upon our earneſt Prayer to him; 
and alſo beeauſe the cares and er of 
19 3 
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this world are very apt to make us forget the 
things of the next life, unleſs an heavenly 
es. af and a ſenſe of Gop's being and good- 
neſs, be preſerved upon our fouls by the ex- 
erciſe of frequent Prayer, which is a con- 
verſing with Gop, and the neareſt commu- 
nication we can have with him, as long as 
we continue in this world. 

The Apoſtle commands us (1 Theſ. v. 17.) 
to pray without ceaſing; and (Col. iv. 2.) 4 
continue in Prayer, and watch in the ſame ; 
and (Col. iv. 12.) he ſpeaks of Jabouring fer- 
vently in Prayer : From all which we learn, 
that this ſervice muſt be perform'd by chriſ- 
tians, frequently and earneſtly. We read in 
Scripture (As iii. 1.) of the hours of Prayer; 
and we find particularly (P/al. lv. 17. Dan. 
vi. 16.) that it was the practice of David 
and Daniel two eminently good and holy 
men, to pray to Gop three times in a day. 

As to the prblick ſervice of the church, and 
the times of attending that, every chriſtian 
is to be govern'd by the orders and cuſtoms 
of the place and nation in which he lives, it 
not contrary to the laws of Gov, and is in 
duty obliged to attend it, and to join with 
his fellow-chriſtians in praying for their com- 
mon neceſſities as oft as health and 2

will give him leave, and more ef pecially on 
the Lord's-Day, which is ſet apart for | 
that end. 

But as to F amily or Bede Prayer, altho' 
there i is no exprels and poſitive command how 
many times a day it ſhall be perform'd, I 
think no perſon or family can be eſteemed 
religious, who do not perform this duty of 
praying to Gop, at leaſt Morning and Even- 
ing. . A true Spirit. of piety and devotion 
will move private chriſtians who have time 
and leiſure, to retire to Prayer at other hours 
alſo; eſpecially when they fand extraordinary 
occaſions for the comfort and aſsiſtance of 
Gov. But ſure none who are religiouſly diſ- 
poſed can think it unreaſonable to pray to 
Gop with their Families Morning and Even- 
ing; and if their hearts are right they will 
. readily make it ſuit with their condition and 
buſineſs. 

In the Morning, hen they ariſe from 
reſt, and before they enter upon their daily 
buſineſs; what can become chriſtians more, 
than to fall down before Go, to thank and 
praiſe him for his preſervation the paſt night, 

to beg his bleſſing upon the buſineſs of the 
following day, and his protection of body 
and ſoul, amidſt the dan gers and temptations 


of 
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of a wicked world? And in the Evening, 
after they return from their worldly affairs 
and converſation, and before they go to reſt, 
can any thing be more proper for devout: 
and ſerious. chriſtians, than humbly to ac- 
knowledge the goodneſs of Gop, and to 
make confeſſion of their own ſins and un- 
worthineſs ; and then upon fincere ſorrow: 
for what is paſt, with hearty reſolutions for 
a better conduct for the future, to aſks for- 
giveneſs, and the continuance of his favour 
and protection J ef} pecial ly the nn fol- 
lowing. 0 
They who can live-in the daily neglack of 
ſo reaſonable a ſervice, and can lie down and: 
riſe again without thinking of > Gop, and go 
about their buſineſs without begging his bleſſ- 
ing and direction, can have but very little 
religion, but may rather be ſaid zo live with- 
out Gop in the world. By the omiſſion of 
this part of their duty it comes to pals, that 
they ſeldom have it in their minds, either 
that there is ſuch a being as Gop, or that 
they are under his eye, or that he has given 
them laws to walk by, and will require an 
account in another world, how — have 
obſerved them. And as no perſon, who has 
not * or the like thoughts frequently

upon his mind, can be ſaid to live or think 
like a chriſtian, or indeed like a creature in- 
dued with reaſon, is it likely ſuch thoughts 
ſhould be much in the mind of any one who 
lives in the frequent or. conſtant neglect of 
Morning or Evening Prayer? For if men 
think not of theſe things at the moſt ſeaſon- 
able times for it, before they enter upon by- 
ſmeſs, after they have ended it, is it likely 
they will fall into fuch thoughts in the Mid 
of — buſineſs and pleaſures? | 
It is to be fear'd, that there are too many 
b and eee who are ſunk into this 
unthinking ſtate, and this habitual forget- 
fulneſs of Almighty Gop; which N — 4 
condition ſo dangerous to their ſouls, we, 
who have the care of ſouls, are bound to ad- 
moniſh them of their danger, and to exhort 
them earneſtly to the proper and effectual 
remedy; which is, this daily addreſsing 
themſelves to Gop, and as it were, converſin 
with him in Prayer. The time it will take 
up, is very {mall; but the benefit which it 
will bring, is exceeding great; no leſs. than 
the entitling ourſelves to the conſtant! aſsiſ- 
tance and protection of Gon, and the keep- 
ing us in a daily preparation for heaven. And 


ſurely: no * who calls bitnſelf a chriſtian, 


and 
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and doth in any degree deſire to live as be- 
comes the Goſpel =" CaxisT, can be unwil- 
ling to enter upon a practice, which will be 
the means of gaining ſuch valuable benefits 
to. body and ſoul, eſpecially, when that which 
will procure theſe benefits, is a work ſo eaſy 
and — as the lifting up our hearts 
_ to. Gop. for ſo ſhort a ſpace before and after 
the buſineſs of this world. 

They have ſeen, by what has been hitherto 
ſaid of Family Devotion, that this is a very 
Reaſonable and Eaſy duty; and that the 
daily neglect of it is the ready way to looſe all 
ſenſe of Gop and religion. The conſidera- 
tions which I ſhall add, as a farther induce- 
ment to the daily performance of it, will 
ſhew them that it is not only a ſure preſerva- 
tive againſt that Forge:fulneſs of Almighty 
Gop, but alſo an excellent help towards 
their growth and improvement in grace and 
goodneſs, 1 

To make them truly ſenſible of this, Jek 
them conkder the allowing heads.

_— which both are encompaſſed: That the 
A ak is 2 liable to diſeaſes within, 


and 
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and accidents without; and the ſoul always 
beſet with temptations of the world, the 
fleſh, and the devil. Now, our only: Nc. 
rity againſt theſe dangers is Gop's protection 
to defend the body, and his aſſiſting grace 
to preſerve the ſoul: And as there is no 
other way to obtain his protection and aſ- 
ſiſtance againſt theſe dangers but our Pray- 
ers; ſo the dangers being nz! our * * 
muſt be daily too. 

And the only ſure way to kisp up Daily 
Devotion, is for every Family to fix and ap- 
point for that end, the two moſt convenient 
parts of the day 3 namely, Morning and 
Evening. For except the times of doing it 
be fixt and certain, the duty will be either 
wholly neglected and forgotten, or at beſt, 
there will be many -pretences to omit it. 
| Whereas, when the times of Prayer are ſet- 
fled in a family, they are reckoned before- 
hand, and all other buſineſs is laid and con- 
triv d accordingly: So that by a little prac- 
tice, Morning and Evening Prayer is ac- 
counted a neceſſary part of the buſineſs of 
the day; and no more to be omitted or for- 
gotten, than the proviſion for food, raiment, 
and other conveniences of life. The mem- 
_ of * * who have been thus ac-

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cuſtomed to Daily Prayer, as the only ſure 
means of obtaining Gop's daily bleſsing, 
will be afraid to lie down at Night, or go 
abroad in the Morning, without firſt having 
made themſelves ſure of his protection and 
aſgiftance, by joining with their brethren in 
Prayer; or, where that cannot be conveni- 
ently done, by their own private devotions ; 
or by both, where there is leiſure and op- 
PI for both. 


u. 1 is . further engagement to the be- 
ginning and carrying on this godly practice 
in Families, that our Saviour CHRIST has in 
an eſpecial manner promis d his preſence 
with them. For, conſidering the circum- 
ſtances of that promiſe (in the xviiith of St. 

Matthew, verſes 19, 20.) it may be more 

ſtrictly and immediately applied to Family 

Prayer: I ſay unto you, that if two of you 

ſhall agree on earth as touching any thing 
that you ſhall aſk, it ſhall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together in my 
name there am I in the midſt of them. With-

III. The Practice of Daily Prayer ſettles 
in Families a Face and Spirit of Religion; 
ſo as no Member thereof can wholly forget 
Gov and another world, while they are every 
day reminded of both. By this, children 
are trained from their infancy to an uſe and 
habit of devotion; and ſervants are ſure of 
due time and opportunity to ſerve Gop every 
day. For Fathers and Mothers, Maſters and 
Miſtreſſes, are enjoin d by Gop to take care 
of the ſouls as well as the bodies, of their 
children and ſervants; ; and as it is their duty, 
ſo may it be their great comfort to afford 
them this daily means of becoming and con- 
tinuing the ſervants and children of Gov. 
Hereby they plant in their hearts a true ſenſe 
of piety and Devotion; and this prepares 
and diſpoſes them, when themſelves come 
to be parents and governors, to train up their 
| children and ſervants to the ſame method of

daily devotion, And ſo, they who ſettle 
and Keep up in their Families this pus of

Iv. Daily Bug in a Hmiy i is a gat 
check and reſtraint upon any member of it, 
Who may be inclined to Sin and Vice. It 
makes him remember, whether he will or 
no, that there is a Gop, and another world, 
and that they who would be happy here- 
after, muſt heartily uſe their own endea- 
vours, and beg the aſſiſtance of almighty 
God, that ae may live ſoberly and 7 
ouſly here. This is the great = and defi 
of all our Prayers; and though perſons who 
are viciouſſy inclined, may not inwardly: 325 
with their brethren in Prayer; yet if they be 
but preſent, they muſt often conſider, that 
what the reſt are doing, is in order to a life 
after this; and that they, as well as their 
bret hren, have ſouls to take care of; and 
therefore, that it cannot be ſafe for n

liver them. Occaſional Admonitions or Ex- 
hortations to this purpoſe, may be eaſily for- 
gotten and neglected by wicked men; but 
when the thoughts of another world are 
thus daily renew d upon their minds it muſt 
be a "daily check to their wicked courſes: 
And I doubt not but very many perſons of 
evil and debauch'd inclinations, have not 
only been much reform d but have become 
virtuous and religious, by falling providen- 
tially into ſuch regular Families, as have

v. As the Dinchice * Daily Prayer in F a- 
milies, is the beſt way to reſtrain and reform 
the bad members of it; ſo is it an excellent 
means to make Aer them as are well · diſ- 
poſed to perſevere in their good diſpoſitions, 
and to grow daily in grace, and in purity of 
heart and affection, and to fit them more and 
more for the ſpiritual exerciſes of the next 
life. The heart of man is by nature carnal 
and earthly, ſet upon the buſineſs of this 
world, and not eaſily brought to take delight 
in the things of the next. The work there 
fore which God hath appointed chriſtians in 
this world, is to purify their hearts and to 
bring

bring them to a love of heavenly things. 
— for the effecting of this, he hath en- 
enjoined the exerciſe of ſeveral means, as 
reading, meditation, and the like; but of 
thoſe means, none is more effectual for that 
end, than this of Daily Prayer. It is the 
only way we have of prevailing with God 
to ſend his holy ſpirit into our hearts; and 
the daily practice and uſe of lifting up our 
hearts to Gop in Prayer, adds wings to the 
ſoul, and makes it move towards Heaven 
every day more naturally and eaſily, and 
brings it to a nearer acquaintance with Gop, 
and a better taſte and reliſh of that ſpiritual 
life, which every one that defires heaven, 
muſt defire, and be prepared to live here- 
after. To which I may add, that Daily 
Prayer, as it contains in it a ſolemn con- 
feſſion of fins, gives good chriſtians an op- 
portunity, or rather puts them under a ne- 
ceſlity of examining their lives day by day, 
and of repenting immediately of the fins they 
commit; and by this Daily Confeſſion and 
Repentance, they are kept in a right know- 
ledge of their ſpiritual eſtate, and have their 
accounts in readineſs whenever Gop ſhall 
pleaſe to call for them.

VI: Where Daily Prayer ig practis 45 in 
any Family, the members of it are acraſtom d 
to Devotion, and by their appearing ſo fre- 
quently before G05 in a ſmall congregation, 
can much more readily frame their hearts to 
due attention and zeal, when they come to 
appear before him in a larger, I mean, at 
the publick ſervice of the church; where 
chriſtians meet, with mutual unity of hearts, 
to ſend up their joint Prayers to Gon for the 
common. neceſſities of one another. For it 
is the ſame ſpirit of Devotion, that makes 
us fit both = Publick and Private Prayer 
and unleſs that ſpirit be kept up by daily ex- 
exciſe, it will of courſe decay and languiſn;

a diſuſe of Devotion for ſome days together, 
they are in a manner ſtrangers to the werk 
they are going about, and their hearts hav- 
ing been employed only about earthly things, 
are nat readily and eaſily rais d up to heaven.

but debauched Earl-of Rocheſter, Mr. Blount, 
and others, That it is needleſs to petition a 
GOD of infinite wiſdom, goodneſs and power, 


to do what he ſees and knows to be good and 


proper for any of his creatures; and that it 


muſt be abſurd to imagine that ſuch imperfet? 


beings as we are, can by our Prayers, or any 


thing we can poſſibly alledge, move or ber- 
ſuade an all-wiſe being, who will do what is 
right whether we pray to him or not.

And where is the abſurdity? to ſuppoſe, 
that he who has laid the plan of the natural 
world, in fuch amazing harmony, order, 
and proportion, and has adjuſted things to

The raſh, 'the paſſionate, and the proud, are 
more expoſed to evils than the religious and 
meek, the humble and reſign d. Among 
men chere is a certain temper of mind which 
juſtly entitles us to a large ſhare of the fa- 
vours of our fellow ors Will a wiſe 
| man 
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man be as kind to the careleſs, the ſurly, 
and the ungrateful, as to the modeſt, the 


humble, the grateful ſu pplicant? Till the 


eternal, ddd relations of things ceaſe; 
God cannot be fuppoſed to love the i 
and diſobedient as well as the virtueus, the 
penitent, and the thankful. Beſides, by 
much thinking upon any thing we com- 
_ grow better acquainted with it; and 

all knowledge the knowledge of Gon is 
the moſt 4 becauſe it tends to make 
us like him, which is our only happineſs; 
and as it is impoſſible to pray without think- 
ing on Gop, tis, no doubt, owing to Prayer, 
that the Being and Perfections of Con are 
ſo generally known and acknowledged. The 
Prayer of a ſincere and upright man muſt 
unavoidably make him more regardful of, 
and able to perform his duty. Do I pray 
for enemies, friends, ſuperiors, inferiors, the 
afflicted ? It ſuppoſes I” I am willing to 
exerciſe proper Kifpoſitions to them, forgive- 
neſs, hearty good-will, and ſuitable beha- 
viour to all Null and all the ſuccour 
and help my elrcumſtances will admit, whe- 
ther of eſtate or underſtanding; otherwiſe 1 
trifle with and * the great Gov. 


I would 
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1 would add one very great advantage of 
. to perſons in a dependent ſtate, and 
inclined to ſociety; that Gop does hereby 
moſt graciouſly, not only allow but invite 
us, to relieve our hearts, when moſt op- 
pteſſed, by pouring out our moans and 
3 into his ear; and it is certainly 
a great caſe under any preſſing calamity to 
unboſom ourſelves to a wiſe and compaſ- 
ſionate friend, though he may be acquaint- 
ed, as Gop certainly 1 is, with all the circum- 
ances of our ale. And however we may 
be often deceived in earthly Friends, the in-
